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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter that the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Independent claim 1 states "... the write head comprises: " , but does not 

give the specifics of the components. 

Independent claims 1, 8, and 13 state an element is coupled; however, there is 
no mention of what the element is coupled to. There should be another element so that 
a connection exists between the two elements. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Independent claims 18 and 22 teach a method of operating a write channel and 
an article of manufacture comprising a program storage medium, respectively. The 
distinguishing elements of the claims are: establishing a write stabilization period while 
remaining in a read mode of operation; transmitting write data when the stabilization 
period expires; and detecting the write data to cancel the read mode of operation. 

Prior Art of Record 

4. Prior art of record is provided since it is considered relevant to the applicant's 
invention. Jiang et al. teaches transitioning from a write state to a read state. Jaffard et 
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al. also teaches transitioning from a write state to a read state. Yoshinaga et al. teaches 
a timing circuit with an MR head that achieves a faster operation of the read circuit.
